V. Baldwin and Principal Mary Burd 
while busy with their classes and 
elicited the information that every 
one of the boys who played Saturday 
afternoon were attending school, were 
up with their grades and in every re 
spect qualified players. 
The individ­

there were five unqualified players in 
the game. 
This, of course, makes the 
game count only as a practice game 
for Rockford, and does not figure in 
the championship.”

“ The Rockford high school football 
team has not been scored against this 
season 
in a qualified game. 
Until 
last Saturday no opposing team had 
madea touchdown. 
That afternoon a

Noith Dixon, played a tie game with 
the locals, the score being 11 11. 
“ The contest wasdrawnolf at Dixon 
with a Dixon umpire and referee. 
That did not cutsueii a figure, how­ 
ever. as the weight of the ‘l ingers.’ ” 
Further comment upon such journal­ 
ism is unnecessary. We only hope and 
trust that it did not emanate from 
any of the players of the Rockford 
team, for they appeared to be a gen­ 
tlemanly lot of young men, one of 
whom in particular, Frank Earngey, 
is personally quite well known here:

Robber Steals $1, JOG Worth 


of Money and lew els. 


One of the smoothest and boldest 
robberies ever oecuring in Clinton was 
committed early Monday morning at 
the home of C. A. Fay, 337 Fourth 
avenue. 
Ten minutes after the rob­ 
bery occurred the police w.-re on the. 
grounds and a diligent search 
was 
being made for the criminal, but. no 
t race of him could 1«? found. 
All the 
trains leaving Clinton were watched 
and Mr. Fay was on the ground to 
ident ify the man if he were found. 
At i o’clock yesterday morning Mr. 
Fa.v was awakened by the st riking of a 
match, 
d’he flash Of the sulphur at­ 
tracted his attent ion when he opened 
his eyes, but almost immediately the 
match went out. 
Realizing at once 
t hat there was a burglar in the room, 
Mr. 
Fay 
reached for iiis revolver, 
which he had left at-the head of the 
bed, but tlie gun was not there. 
A t 
that minute a voice issued from the 
darkness admonishing him to be quiet 
and not raise any outcry, as he was 
covered with a revolver. 
There was 
nothing to be done but to lay quietly 
and await developments. 
A moment 
later another match was struck, and! 
the intruder reached up and lighted 
tlie gas. 
In its light t lie, robber up-1 
pea red as a man of medium size and 
height, and wearing over his face a 
h indkcrcbief which concealed Ids fea. 
lures. 
At the tnercy of the bold rob­ 
ber, wlio took care to keep them well \ 
covered with a revolver, Mr. and Mrs. 
Fay were 
forced to remain 
quiet 
while h<- carried out his work of pi!-1 
lag*-.

his pocket book 
which contained the 
sum of $0 0.

which was 
pocketed bv the stranger. 
Mrs. Fay 
rebelled at the idea of giving up her 
engagement ring and a watch which 
she had worn in childhood, and her 
appeal was heeded by the robber, who 
remarked that he wasn’t such a hard­ 
hearted fellow after all, and told her 
she might keep those articles. The 
rest was taken indiscriminately, 
a 
gold watch, a solitaire diamond ring 
of H karats, another of 1 4 karats, a 
pair of ear-rings weighing 1| karats, a 
spirai stud of the same weight , a ruby 
ring and a pearl-handled knife. These 
with the money and Mr. Fay’s .Smith 
& Wesson revolver, constituted Un­ 
ban! made by t he thief. 
The value of 
the stolen articles was $1,300, 
The thief finally backed from the 
room closed the the door and made 
good bis escape. 
The Dixon police department was 
notified by telegram of the robbery
